Railroad Officials Ready to Join Burk 
itoartl for Safety. 


Yesterday m o rn in g Messrs. S. IL 
Henderson, division superintendent, 
I. C. Brown, division engineer, G. W. 
Hulsizer, su p e rin t en d e n t of signals, 
and Richard Heffron, roadm aster, all 
with h e a d q u a r te rs at Bloomington, 
and connected with the Chicago & 
Alton railroad, visited the city for 
the purpose of looking over the Van­ 
dalia crossing an d discussing means 
for 
g re a te r 
safety. 
J. 
IL H ack­ 
ett, 
president 
of 
the 
S o u th 
Jacksonville hoard of trustees, S W. 
Nichols, president of the park com ­ 
mission, accom panied the four g en ­ 
tlemen to th e place in question and 
it was 
th o ro u g h ly 
exam ined and 
plans for safety and 
im p ro v em en t 
talked over. 
F o rtu n a te ly wiiile they w'ere there 
a passenger train cam e in from the 
south and Mr. Brower and the pres- 
den t of the park board commission 
walked westward and carefully noted 
the vision 
a person 
would have 
while west of th e track. 
T h e rail­ 
road officials expressed a willingness 
to do the fair th in g by all parties 
an d Mr. Buffe, o w ner of the land 
west of the ro ad and south of the 
V andalia road, 
was also seen and 
promised cordially to co-operate in 
all th a t was done. 
It was agreed th a t tho hedge along 
the n o rth side of Mr. Buffo’s land 
was isorne obstruction, as well as the 
growth along th e line next to 
railroad. 
Mr. Buffe 
promised 
have them removed and some o th e r 
obstructions an d also when the crop 
of w heat is off th e land to put in 
some scrapers and ta k e off the crest 
of th e ridge w here it is the highest. 
This will be all t h a t can be asked 
of him and will 
m a k e things all 
rig h t as far as he is concerned. 
The president 
of the partk com ­ 
mission 
promised n o t 
to let any 
growth on the p ark p roperty in te r­ 
fere with the sight of th e road.
